Stall's, ami to make nil lows 
which shall lie n.-.-ennfiry anil ). roper for 
carrying into ..\..'.iiii"ii tlie rorei-oiiiK 
powers. It proviil," f,,r the r,iriiiRtioii 
within the law of a tribunal connintiiiKof 
one on each side of the I'onti'oveniy, the 
two to Bele<-t a third. If tboy do not select 
as provided within three days tbo I'liited 
States Court of tbo Jurisdiction in which 
the trouble exists shall do so. The tribunul 
shall have the standing of a United Htates 
Commission with all its powera, and shall 
be paid in like manner.
